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STILIL SEEING BALLOONS.

PLANS FOR THE FLEET

Not Intended to Keep It in the
Pacific.

MAY REMAIN NINETY DAYS.

Rear Admiral Evans May Bring It
Back,

REAL PURFPOSE OF THE CRUISE

Test of the Capabilities of Battle-
ships Under Trying Condi-
tions Desired.

The President's return to this city has
served to renew the discussion of the ad-
visability of the transfer of the battleship
fleet from the Atlantic to the Pacific coast
under existing and prospective conditions.
Naval officers here have had their atten-
tion directed to the remarks of the Presi-
dent in the course of hls recent speech at
Vicksburg, bearing upon the fleet move-
ment, as representing the present state of
mind of the chief executive upon that sub-
ject. Tt is recalled that the President took
oceasion In his remarks to answer the
criticlsm he sald he had observed in some
quarters that he was exceeding the ap-
propriatlon avallable for coal In getting

the fleet to the Pacific. At this point, he
turned to Representative John Sharp Wil-
liams, who was on the platform, and re-
marked: “1 should like to say that we
have money enough to get the fleet to the
Pacific. If the appropriation is then ex-
hausted the question of getting It back
will depend upon another appropriation
being made.”

To Return to the Atlantic.

This utterance appeared to indlecate a
purpose on the part of the President to
leave to Congrees the final decision of
the questlon as to whether or not the bat-
tleship flert was to return to the east,

It 1s now asserted, however, that the
President has never intended to keep the

fleet permanently In the Pacifie, and that
not only does he Intend to order the flect
back to the Atlantic. but that unless his
present plans are changed that order
wlll go forward to the admiral jn com-
mand before the ships have been ninety
days on the Pacific’'s coast,

Rear Admiral Evans, who will take
the fleet out to the Pacific, go2g upon
the retired list next August That
would be just about the time that the
great ships are booked to start on
thelr trip to the Atlantie, If the re-
ported {tinerary is unchanged. There
is precedent for the continuance in
command of a ship of a retired naval
officer in time of war. But it is not
recalled by naval officers that a rear
admiral has been continued in com-
mand of a fleet after the date sct for
his retirement. It is entirely probable
that an exception may be made in the
case of Admiral Evans, and he may
command the battleship fleet :fter his
retirement.

It was stated at the Navy Department
today that the President feels absolutely
no apprehension respecting the possibili-
ties of the war with Japan, and the short
stop of the fleet in the Pacitic will demon-
strate that the purpose of the crulse is to
test the capablilities of a modern battle-
ship fleet under conditions almost as try-
in gin the point of endurance at least as
might be expected to arise in actual war-
fare.

False Ideas About Japan.

It was pointed out in an authoritative
gquarter today that an erroneous impres-
=zion has obtained as to the enormous ac-
tivity of the Japanese in the matter of
war preparations, the purchase of great
quantities of torpedoes and guns and
other war material. As a matter of fact
while these reports have appeared from
time to time in the newspapers of this
country and especlally in Europe, it
is learned that such informatfon as the
Washington authorities have been able to
obtain from careful and reliable agents,
after investigation of most of these re-
ports, Is to the effect that Japan is not
in the market as a large purchaser of
war material, but on the contrary, ap-
pears to be diligently pursuing the ways
of peace and struggling to recuperate
from the- exhausting effects of her recent
WAar.

RUN AT BALTIMORE.

Bank Will Take Advantage

Charter Provision.
BALTIMORE. October 25.—The run on
the East Branch of the Home Bank con-
tinued this morning, and shortly before
noon the depositors who were in line walt-
Ing to secure thelr money were notified
that the bank would take advantage of

a charter provision which permits the in-
stitution to demand sixty days’ notice of
a deposltor's Intention to withdraw his or
her account.

A member of the firm of Bernsteln, Co-
hen & Co.. owners of the bank, today ad-
mitted that the run has been of much
larger proportion than had been reported.
He sald that It had begun Monday, and
that of a total of savings deposits of
$200,000 or thereahouts approximately
$150.000 had been withdrawn.

Only the East Branch of the bank is af-
fected, and this only in Its savings de-

partment, in which the depositors are
nearly all foreigners of the more ignorant
class. A number of the more intelligent
have shown their confidence by making
deposits. some of them of conslderable
size. while the run has been in progress.

LEGISLATION  NEEDED

Spirit of Resolutions Adopted
at Chicago

BY THE CIVIC FEDERATION

Sequel to Diseussion of Trusts and
Combinations,

THE RECOMMENDATIONS MADE

Conference Asks the Appointment of
a National Non-Partisan Com-
mission to Consider Questions.

CHICAGO, October 25.—Today’s sesslons
of the National Civic Federation were
given over to five-minute talks by ousl-
ness men, who discussed the varlous
toples introduced by speakers durlng tne
last three days. f

The committee on resolutlons presented
its report, as follows:

After twenty years of federa! legisla-
tion, as interpreted by the court, directed
agalnst the evils of trusts and combina-
tions, and against rallroad rebates, be-
ginning with the interstate commerce act
of 1887 and the anti-trust act of 1800, a
general and just conviction exists that
the experience gained in enforcing these
federal agts and others succeeding them
demonstrates the necessity of legislation
which shall render more secure the bene-
fits already gained and better meet the
changed conditions which have arisen
during a iong perlod of actlve progress,
both in the enforcement of statute law
and in the removal of grave gbuses in
the management of railroads and corpora-
tions. These change now demanded are:

First—Immediate legislatlon is required,
following the recommendation of Presi-
dent Roosevelt and the interstale com-
merce commission, permitting agreements
between railroad corporatlons on reason-
able freight and passenger rates, sub-
ject In all respects to the approval and
supervision and action of the interstate
commerce commission.

Sherman Act Beneficial.

Second—The enforcement of the Sher-
man act and the proceedings under it
during the administrations of Presldents
Harrison, Cleveland, McKinley and Roose-
velt have accomplished great national re-
sults In awakening the moral sense of
the American pedple and in asserting the
supremacy and majesty of the law, thus
effectually refuting the impression that
great wealth and large corporations were
too powerful for the impartial execution
of law.

This great advance has rendered more
secure all property rights, resting, as they
miust, under a popular government, on
universal respect for and obedlence to
law. But now that this work is accom-
plished, it has revealed the necessity for
legislation which shall maintain all that
the Sherman act was Intended to secure
and safeguard interests it was never ex-
pected tc affect,

As the next step In executing the de-
termination of the American people to
secure In all industrial and commerclal
relations justice and equality of oppor-
tunity for all, with full sympathy and
loyal support for every effort to enforce
the laws In the past, we urge upon Con-
gress without .delay to pass legislation
providing for a non-partisan commission,
in which the interests of capital, of la-
bor and of the general public shall be
represented.

For a National Commission.

This commission, like a similar commis-
slon, which proved most successful in
Germany In 1870, shall consider the en-
tire subject of business and Industrial
combinations, and report such prgposals
as to the formatlon, capltalization, man-
agement and regulation of corporations
(so far as the same may be subject to
federal jurisdiction) as shall preserve in-
dividual initiative, competition and the
free_exercise of a free contract In all
business and industrial relations. Any
proposed legislation should also Include
modification of the prahibitlon now exist-

ing upon combinations on the following
subjects:

emplovers relatng to wages, hours of
labor and condltlons of employment.

2. Assoclations made up of farmers, in-
tended to secure a stable and equitable
market for the products of the soll, free
from fluctuations due to speculation.

3. Business and industrial agreements
or combinations whose objects are in the
publiec Interest as distinguished from ob-
jects determined to be contrary to the
public interest.

To Make a Thorough Inquiry.

4. Buch commission should make a thor-
ough inquiry into the advisabillty of in-
augurating a svstem of federal llcense
or incorporation as a condition for the
entrance of certain classes of corpora-
tions upon interstate commerce, and also
into the relation to the publle interest of
the purchase by one corporation of the
franchises or ~orporate stock of another.
On no one of these subjects must what
hag been galned be sacrificed until some-
thing better appears for enactment,

On each of these the conference recog-
nizes differences between good men. On
all it asks a natlonal, non-partisan com-
mission to be appointed next winter to
Iconsider the question and report at the
second session of the approaching Con-
gress for such action as the national legls-
lature, In the light of this full investiga-
tion, may enact.

The c-xumlu}allon, inspection and super-
vislon of great producing and manufac-
turing corporations, already begun by the
| Department of Commerce and Labor and
| accepted by these corporations, should be
enlarged by legislation requiring through
the appropriate

publicity
operations, fransportatlon charges paid
and selling prices of all such producing
and manufacturing corporations whose
operations are large enough te have a
monopolistic Influence.

State and Federal Authority.
Thiz should be determined and decided
by some rule and classification to be de-
vised by the commission already pro-
posed.
The confllets between the state and
federal authority ralsed In many states

over railroad rates, being now under
adjudication and under way to a final and
ultimate decision by the federal Supreme
Court, this conference deems the expres-
sion of any opinlon on these issues unfit-
ting, and confidently leaves this great is-
sue to a tribunal which for 118 years has
successfully preserved the balance be-
tween an indissoluble union and Inde-
structible states, defining the supreme and
nationa! powers of the one, and protect-
ing the sovereign and indlvidual powers
of the other.

The resolutions were adopted as read,
after which the conference adjourned sine
dle.

STRIKE IN NEW ORLEANS.

River Front Laborers Quit Over Il-
linois Central Disagreement.
NEW ORLEANS, La., October 25.—Be-
cause the Illinois Central frelght handlers
could not come to an agreement as to the
time period in thelr contract, the 10,000 or
more freight handlers, cotton Screwmen,
longshoremen and other laborers employed
on the river front here, again went on

strike today. i
All of the men who walked out today
had been on a strike for several weeks,

GILLETTE DENIED BAIL. -

Convicted Insurance Official Refused

by Court on Jerome Plea.
NEW YORK, October 25.—Dr. Walter
R. Glllette, former vice president of the
Mutial Life Insurance Company, who yes-
terday was convicted of perjury and re-
manded to the Tombs, was denled bail
by Justice Dowling in the supreme court
today.

After the jury rendered its verdict yes-
terday counsel for the defense asked for
a certificate of reasonable doubt and ar-
rest of judgment. Justice Dowling sald
he wouk‘l hear the motion October 28. The
motlon of today was to admit Dr. Glllette
to ball until that time. Distriet Attorney
Jerome appeared In opposition to the
move, taking the ground that to admit
Gillette to bail would set a dangerous
precedent.

Charges Against Packers,
Special Dispatch to The Star.

To Probe Express Company Methods

'Beginnings Give Promise of Finest
' Depot in the World.

inmsouz CONCOURSE READY

|
| Trains Will Discharge Passengers

|  There From Elevated Tracks
| Sunday and Thereafter.

Train No. 504 of the Baltimore and Ohle
rallroad will be the first to enter the
new union station at 6:530 o'clock Sunday
morning. Ten minutes later the same
train will pull out, making the firat exit
of a train of passengers from Lhe splendid
structure.

The foregoing explanation was made toe
day by Mr. Mandel Sener, press agent of
the Baltimore and Ohlo, who came over
from Baltimore this morning to show a
parly of newspaper men and others over
the ramifications of the station. Photos
graphs of No. 504 entering and leaving
the statlon Sunday morning will be taken,
as the Incident will mark the dedication
of the great building to passenger traflig
for all time,

“The entry and departure of the train
will, in fact, be a sort of christening of
the station,” one of the rallroad men said
today.

The newspaper men, numbering more
than a dozen, assembled at the new unlon
statlon shortly after noon and met a dele-
gation of raliroad men, including Messrs.
George W. Martin, superintendent of the
terminal co ny; Mandel Bener, press
agent of the Baltimore and Ohlo; F. C.
Batchelder, general superintendent, an
0. H. Hobbs, superintendent, both Dg
the Baltimore and Ohlo company.

A visit was first made to the concourse,
which Is nearly completed and will be
ready for traffic, it was sald, when the
early church bells are ringing next Sune
day morning. The workmanship in evls
dence there and the general style of
architecture and massive finish evidenced
the oft-repeated declaration that the new
union station will be the finest and best
structure of the kind on the globe. Mr.
Martin gave the dimensions of thea plc-
turesque concourse as 760 feet in length
by 87 feet in width, crowned by a semi-
circular sky-lighted roof 40 feet high.

Twenty-Seven Entrances. :
thé tracks. each bhaving a wate through
which the pasagngers will enter or de-
part from the trains. There are twenty
tracks on—the high-level and eleven on
the low level, and It was explained that
all the Baltimore and Ohlo trains “will

come in over the elevated tracks, or ¢n
nigh level. .
The concourse will be temporarily

lighted at night by electric ps pla
above the skylight roof, but permanen
electric lights will soon be installed. They
will_be suspended from the ceiling, and
will flood the concourse and trainsheds
with a veritable daylight of electricity.

A temporary room 1s being are
ranged at the east end of the nearly com-
pleted condéourse, and & temporary ine
formation bureau was being installeq to-
day. Eventually a large Iinformation
bureau will be placed in the center of the
station for the use of thé patrons of the
railroads. The traln fence will run h
and south the lenTh of the concourse,

Rush work is belng done in all parts o
the statlon, and Mr. Martin approximate
that 80 per cent of tha construction and
finishing work has been completed. There
will be twenty-seven entrance gates to the
trains of the several rauroads that will
use the station. Those who inspected the
structure today expressed gratification at
the magnificent grandeur of the bullding,
which some of them declared will be &
distinet additlion to the beauty of the
capital. 3

Other Work in Progress.

‘While the attention of the traveling pub-
lic is attracted by the removal of the
Baltimore and Ohio railroad station and
the opening of the new terminal station,
work on the lines of rallroads entering
the city from the south is being rapidly
pushed, Many changes have been made
in the vicinity of the north end of the
old Long bridge and along the line of
Maryland avenue to Tth street.

The new freight yard of the Pennsyl-
vania Railroad Company near the foot ot
14th street is about completed, and a big
Gantry electric crane has been installed
for use in unloading heavy frelght. The
crane, it is stated, will be able to handle
the freight of a score or more cars in &
day, moving only such material as stond,
iron, machinery and heavy material that
cannot be easily handled without the ald
of machinery.

Work Is also being pushed on the builde
ing to be used as a station by the South-
ern Rallway Company. This station s
to be erected for the benefit of local
traftic, many of the commuters being em-
ployed in the departmentis. Below the
freight depot a coal dump Is being pro-
vided.

All the work about the east end of the
unifon station is being done under rush
orders, the Baltimore and Ohio and termi-
nal company officials belng anxious te
have things in as good shape as possible
by the time the first train s ready to
make the Initial trip from the new station
next Sunday morning. The terminal come
pany is looxing after the work of cover-
ing the roadway about the big building
with stone, the work of improving Massa-
chusetts avenue in front of the building
being done under the supervision of the
District englneer department.

Macadamizing Approaches.

The roads and approaches to the station

are being macadamlized. It s the inten-
tion of the District and officials of the
terminal company not to put down any
permanent pavement until there is no dan-
ger of the street =settling.
The blg express bullding, which is just
north of the H street subway, has been
completed and the United States Ex-
press Company is in possession of the
south end of the structure. ‘The Adams
and Southern express companies, It is
stated, will probably not go there to do
business wuntil the Pennsylvania and
Southern roads begin opergtions at the
new depot. Business has been conducted
at the new freight station, New York
and Florida avenues, for several months,
There is still a great amount of work to
be done in and about the union station
and along the lines of the roads before
everything will be in working order.

0. W. Hobbs, superintendent of the
Baltimore and Ohio Rallroad Company,
and J. W. Kelly, tralnmaster, will be here
Saturday night in order to be on the
ground while the moving of the com-
pany's effects is in progress. Jesse T.
Carr, assistant trainmaster, who has been
in the employ of the company in thig
city for nearly thirty years, will also take
an active part in the work. He has

the work that has been
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
